1 . INTRODUCTION AND SUMMARY: THE NON-RUBBER FOOTWEAR INDUSTRY IN 
INDIA IS ALMOST SYNONYMOUS WITH LEATHER FOOTWEAR, WHICH THIS 
MESSAGE ESSENTIALLY DISCUSSES. FOR EXAMPLE, IN IFY 1975-76 
BEGINNING APRIL 1, THE SHARE OF NON-LEATHER FOOTWEAR IN INDIA'S 
TOTAL EXPORTS OF NON-RUBBER FOOTWEAR WAS ONLY 2.3 PERCENT AND 
NEGLIGIBLE IN EARLIER YEARS. THE UNORGANIZED (COTTAGE AND SMALL 
SCALE) SECTOR- ABOUT WHICH DATA ARE RATHER SKETCHY- DOMINATES 
INDIA'S LEATHER FOOTWEAR PRODUCTION PATTERN. AND NOW HAS AN 
ANNUAL OUTPUT OF AROUND 200 MILLION PARIS, COMPARED TO ONLY 
ABOUT 15 MILLION PAIRS IN THE ORGANIZED SECTOR IN 1975-76. 
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FUTURE DEVELOPMENT OF THE FOOTWEAR INDUSTRY IS RESERVED FOR THE 
SMALL SCALE SECTOR, EXCEPT FOR EXPORT-ORIENTED PRODUCTION. 

THE 1978-79 PRODUCTION TARGET IS 300 MILLION PARIS, OF WHICH THE 
SMALL SCALE SECTOR'S SHARE IS 250 MILLION PAIRS. IN 1976-77. 

INDIAN EXPORTS OF LEATHER FOOTWEAR WERE RS.301 MILLION 

(DOLS 34.5 MILLION) 1/ UP 151 PERCENT OVER 1975-76. THE OUTLOOK 

FOR INDIAN LEATHER FOOTWEAR EXPORTS IS BRIGHT, AND THE SMALL SCALE 
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SECTOR IS EXPECTED TO PROVIDE THE MOST EXPORTS IN THE COMING YEARS. 
OF THE MORE THAN 70 COUNTRIES TO WHICH INDIA EXPORTS LEATHER 
FOOTWEAR, THE U.S. HAD THE LARGEST SHARE (VALUE- 35 PERCENT, 

QUANTITY -45 PERCENT) IN 1975-76, FOLLOWED BY THE U.S.S.R. 

(VALUE-28 PERCENT, QUANTITY- 15 PERCENT). END SUMMARY. 

2. INDUSTRY AND TRADE POLICY. THE FUTURE DEVELOPMENT OF LEATHER 
FOOTWEAR IS CURRENTLY RESERVED FOR THE SMALL SCALE SECTOR, 

EXCEPT FOR EXPANSION OF EXISTING AND ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW ORTANIZED 
(LARGE AND MEDIUM) SECTOR UNITS, WHOSE OUTPUT WOULD BE PRIMARILY 
(AT LEAST 75 PERCENT) FOR EXPORTS. GOI POLICY DISCOURAGES FOREIGN 
COLLABORATION (FINANCIAL OR TECHNICAL) UNLESS THE SCHEME IS 
HIGHLY EXPORT-ORIENTED. IMPORTS OF LEATHER FOOTWEAR ARE BANNED. 
THE GOI ENCOURAGES EXPORTS OF LEATHER FOOTWEAR BY VARIOUS CASH 
SUBSIDIES, RANGING BETWEEN 15 AND 28 PERCENT OF F.O.B. VALUE, 

AND BY FIXING QUOTAS FOR THE EXPORT OF SEMI-FINISHED LEATHER. 

EXPORTS OF LEATHER FOOTWEAR ARE CANALIZED THROUGH 1/ CONVERSION 
RATES USED ARE THE AVERAGES OF THE CORRESPONDING EXCHANGE 
RATES PUBLISHED IN IMF'S INTERNATIONAL FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 

SPECIFIC RATES FOR 1971-72 THRU 1975-76 ARE IN TABLE 3. 

A GOI COMPANY, THE STATE TRADING CORPORATION (STC), WHICH CHARGES 
ONE PERCENT OF THE F.O.B. VALUE AS COMMISSION. THE STC RETAINS 
THE EXCLUSIVE RIGHTS OF FINALLY NEGOTIATING SALES ONLY FOR TRADE- 
PLAN COUNTRIES (MOSTLY COMMUNIST). FOR OTHER COUNTRIES, EX- 
PORTERS ARE FREE TO NEGOTIATE AND CONCLUDE CONTRACTS DIRECTLY, 

BUT THESE CONTRACTS ARE TO BE REGISTERED WITH STC WHICH SCRU- 
TINIZES THEM, ESPECIALLY FROM THE PRICE VIEWPOINT. 

3. CAPACITY. THERE ARE EIGHT MANUFACTURINGUNITS IN THE ORGANIZED 
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SECTOR WITH A CURRENT CAPACITY OF 23 MILLION PARIS PER ANNUM. 
ACCORDING TO GUIDELINES FOR INDUSTRIES 1976-77, THE GOI HAS ISSUED 
LETTERS OF INTENT FOR AN ADDITIONAL CAPACITY OF 7.8 MILLION PARIS 
PER ANNUM, PRIMARILY FOR EXPORTS. MOST OF THIS CAPACITY IS I.TEKLY 
TO BE IN PLACE BY END 1978-79 (END OF FIFTH FIVE YEAR PLAN).

WE ESTIMATE THAT THE PRESENT ANNUAL CAPACITY OF THE SMALL SCALE 
SECTOR IS SUBSTANTIALLY OVER 200 MILLION PARIS OF LEATHER FOOTWEAR. 

4. PRODUCTION. ALTHOUGH FIRM DATA ON THE PRODUCTION OF 
LEATHER FOOTWEAR IN THE SMALL SCALE SECTOR ARE NOT AVAILABLE, 
PRODUCTION FROM OVER 4500 SMALL UNITS IS ESTIMATED AROUND 200 
MILLION PARIS PER ANNUM, COMPARED TO 15 MILLION PARIS FROM THE 
ORGANIZED SECTOR IN 1975-76 AND AN ESTIMATED (ACCORDING TO STC) 

20 MILLION PARIS IN 1976-77. PRODUCTION AND CAPACITY STATISTICS 
OF THE ORGANIZED SECTOR ARE AS FOLLOWS.

5. PRODUCTION OUTLOOK. THE DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL FOR LEATHER AND 
LEATHER GOODS INDUSTRIES HAS FIXED THE 1978-79 OUTPUT TARGET AT 
300 MILLION PARIS, OF WHICH 250 MILLION PARIS IS TO BE PRODUCED 

BY THE SMALL SCALE SECTOR AND 50 MILLION PARIS BY THE ORGANIZED 
SECTOR. THE STC ESTIMATES THAT 247 MILLION PARIS WILL BE 
AVAILABLE FOR THE DOMESTIC MARKET, AND 38 MILLION PARIS OF FOOTWEAR 
AND 15 MILLION PARIS OF SHOE UPPERS FOR EXPORT. ACCORDING TO THE 
DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL, AN ADDITIONAL 25 MECHANIZED FOOTWEAR MANU- 
FACTURING UNITS, EACH WITH A CAPACITY OF ONE MILLION PARIS 
AND PRIMARILY FOR EXPORTS, COULD BE ESTABLISHED IN THE ORGANIZED 
SECTOR BY END 1978-79. ON THE OTHER HAND, THE REVISED FIFTH FIVE 
YEAR PLAN HAS A CAUTIOUS LEATHER FOOTWEAR PRODUCTION TARGET FOR 
THE ORGANIZED SECTOR OF ONLY 18 MILLION PARIS BY 1978-79. BASED 
ON OUR DISCUSSIONS WITH SENIOR STC OFFICIALS, WE FEEL THAT 
ADDITIONAL MECHANIZED UNITS IN THE ORGANIZED SECTOR MAY NOT BE 
ESTABLISHED UNLESS THE GOI REDUCES THE EXPORT OBLIGATION FROM 75 
TO 50 PERCENT OF THE OUTPUT. ALSO, THE COUNCIL ESTIMATES THAT 
500 SEMI-MECHANIZED FOOTWEAR UNITS COULD BE SET UP IN THE SMALT. 
SECTOR FOR MEETING DOMESTIC AND EXPORT DEMAND BY END 1978-79. 

6. INVESTMENTS FOR EXPORTS. THE GOI HAS ISSUED INDUSTRIAL LICENSES 
FOR TWO MORE ORGANIZED SECTOR UNITS (ONE IN BOMBAY AND ONE IN 
MADRAS), WITH TOTAL ANNUAL CAPACITY OF 0.9 MILLION PARIS. THESE 
UNITS WILL BE PRIMARILY PRODUCING FOR EXPORTS AND ARE YET TO 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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COMMENCE PRODUCTION. THE STC HAS CREATED AN EXPORT DEVELOPMENT 
FUND FOR FUTURE DEVELOPMENT OF LEATHER MANUFACTURES, INCLUDING 
FOOTWEAR. THE FUNDS COME FROM STC'S COMMISSION CHARGES OF ONE 
PERCENT, OF WHICH 0.75 PERCENT IS EARMARKED FOR EXPORT DEVELOP 
MENT AND 0.25 PERCENT FOR ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES. THE STC HAS 
ALREADY IMPORTED MACHINES WORTH RS. 168,000 FOR COMMON FACILITY 
CENTERS OF SMALL SCALE INDUSTRIES. THE STC LOANS 70 PERCENT OF 
THE IMPORT VALUE AT 6 TO 8 PERCENT PER ANNUM INTEREST, TO BE REPAID 
IN 7 YEARS. 

7. EXPORTS. IN 1976-77 INDIAN EXPORTS OF I .FATHER FOOTWEAR WERE 
RS. 301 MILLION (US DOLS 34.5 MILLION), AN INCREASE OF 151 
PERCENT OVER 1975-76. THESE EXPORTS WERE 9.6 PERCENT OF RS.3,133 
MILLION TOTAL LEATHER EXPORTS IN 1976-77. IN 1975-76 TOTAL NON- 
RUBBER FOOTWEAR EXPORTS WERE 71 PERCENT OF TOTAL FOOTWEAR 
EXPORTS. ACCORDING TO GOI DEPARTMENT OF SMALL SCALE INDUSTRIES, 

THE UNORGANIZED SECTOR WAS RESPONSIBLE FOR MORE THAN 80 PERCENT 
OF FOOTWEAR EXPORTS. THIS DEPARTMENT ESTIMATD THE SHARE OF THIS 
SECTOR IN THE TOTAL EXPORTS OF FINISHED LEATHER AND I .FATHER MANU- 
FACTURES AT 50 PERCENT IN 1973-74, 77 PERCENT IN 1974-75 AND 80 
PERCENT IN 1975-76. ALTHOUGH THERE IS NO OFFICIAL EXPORT TARGET, 

THE STC HAS FIXED THE 1978-79 EXPORT TARGET AT 38 MILLION PAIRS 

OF LEATHER FOOTWEAR AND 15 MILLION PARIS OF SHOE UPPERS - FOR 
A TOTAL VAUE OF ABOUT RS. 1,750 MILLION (US DOLS 195 MILLION 
AT US DOLS 1.00 EQUAL TO RS. 9.00). THE 1977-78 VALUE TARGET IS 
FIXED AT RS.500 MILLION (US DOLS 56.8 AT US DOLS 1.00 EQUAL TO 
RS. 8.80). 

THESE EXPORT TARGETS ARE NOT BROKEN DOWN BY COUNTRY OR BY CATEGORY. 
WE FEEL THESE TARGETS ARE RATHER OPTIMISTIC. S.G. BOSE MULLICK, 
COMMERCE SECRETARY, HOPES THAT BY 1978-79 ABOUT 75 PERCENT OF 
TOTAL LEATHER EXPORTS WILL BE OF FINISHED LEATHER AND LEATHER 
GOODS, INCLUDING FOOTWEAR (COMPARED TO 45 PERCENT NOW). 

8. DIRECTION OF EXPORTS. INDIA EXPORTS LEATHER 
FOOTWEAR TO OVER 70 COUNTRIES. IN 1975-76 THE U.S. WAS INDIA'S 
BIGGEST BUYER WITH A VALUE SHARE OF 35.1 PERCENT AND QUANTITY SHARE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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OF 45.4PERCENT, FOLLOWED BY THE U.S.S.R. (VALUE 28.0 PERCENT, 

QUANTITY 15.2 PERCENT). IRAQ (12.3, 4.6), CANADA (5.4, 9.9) 

AND AUSTRALIA (3.5, 4.7). INDIA'S EXPORTS TO US MAINLY COMPRISE 
LOW VALUE, CASUAL/OPEN TOE FOOTWEAR WITH LEATHER/RUBBER SOLES AND 
TO USSR MAINLY HIGH VALUE, CLOSED SHOES. INDIA'S EXPORTS TO MAJOR 
COUNTRIES FOR THE LAST FIVE YEARS HAVE BEEN AS FOLLOWS:
